The Teams’ members were 
called by the Sierra Club, 
who are acquainted with the 
rugged San Pedro de Martir 
mountains of Mexico, to aid 
in locating Ogden Kellogg 
Jr. 21, of Gold Hill, Ore., and 
Eleanor Dart, 20, of Eugene, 

Ore., who were last seen 
near the fishing village of 
San Felipe. 

The pair had expressed 
the desire to scale 10,154 ft. 
high Mt. Diablo, but as yet 
have failed to return from 
. , , their venture, 

agonized by Arriving at the scene south 
of San Felipe, members of 
the Sierra Madre Team 
tracked the missing pair to 
Canyon El Diablo some 20 
miles. Members of the Sierra 
Club arc approaching the 
mountain from the west 
from Malin Ranch.

Last fall’s elections may have indicated that the 
country is weary of a high living, high spending govern¬ 
ment.
